ironclad ram Huascar, belonging to the 
Peruvian Government, and were welconied. 
The plot had 
been previously arranged, and the com- 
mander was ashore, On agiven algnal a 
boat from a neighbouring’ Peruvian frigate 
brought a contingent of rebel officors, sailors, 
and marines, who got on board the Huascar, 
and her engineers were ordered to go ahead. 
These, belng chiefly Englishmen, refused 
to obey their new masters, who accordingly 
determined to proceed under sail The 
Huascar forged slowly ahead, but was 
‘elumsyto manage, and ran down a launch, 
slightly collided. with the flosting dock. 
These proceedings were watehed from tho 
deck of ‘the powerful Peruvian ironclad 
Independencia, moored within gunshot ; 
but ber officers did not sond to inquire the 
meaning of the manceuvros, but signalled 
to the port admiral that the Auascar wan 
under-weigh, Then ‘came an order to 
proceed to sea ‘to recapture her, but by 
this time the. runaway was far in the 
offing, and..the captains of: the Indepen+ 
dencia end two other ‘ironclad monitors 
wore.all absent from. their posts on shore. 
They ‘had to:-be found, and fires had then 
to be lighted and steam got up, and by that 
time night had-set in,-and nothing could be 
done but to warn the ports on the. const 
what had ococurred..
